andHolde o Crowd at Bay for sp Hour 


Martin Blenz Bnd family occupy the 


two-story whito dwelling, ou!"\VeBt Bido- 
rudo street, tho first house on tbo nil 
uorth ot tbe St. Louis branch of the 
Wnbneh road. The family were not nt 
home Saturday night, and Sunday morn- 
ing, when Mnrtin Blciiz, who is n butcher 
wont home ho found the dwelling oecn 
pied by a do?pornto lunatic, who; we learn 
to-d;iy, cscnped ln»t week from the poor 
farm iu Siu'g.irnou county. 
Blenz founc 


thnt tho (ri'i)t door hnd been burst open 
nnd fnsteiiod on tho iuaide with n chnir 
phicod under tho Icuob. On the door-step 
iii|l«iile the lunatic hint placed hifl coat 
uud socks. 
Going to the rear of the 


t'lwolliug, Bleuz unlocked n door aud eu- 
tercd tho kitchen, nnd discovered evidence 
of the fact thnt somebody wns there or 
hud been in tho houno holpiDg himself to 
eatables. Prowing from the kitchen into 
the frout room, Martin was confronted by 
the desperate-looking intruder, who held 
a piece ot cuke in one- hand nud n seven 
shooter 22-ealibre revolver in tho other. 
Martin, who is a muscvilnr aud fearless 
yonug man, WUB considerably startled by 
coming oo suddenly ou the fellow, nnd he 
ntonco ordered him to vacnto. The luna- 
tic florcc'ly iiijBwored thnt holwouldn't go, 
thnt ho owned tl:o place, and had n right 
to stay. Mnrtiu thtui made a step toward 


him, 
when the Inuatic rniaed his revolver 


nud lired n bullet nt the head of tho 
jutchor, nt n distance of two feet from 
tho muzzle. 
Luckily the bullet went 


•oiigh the crown of Martin's felt hat, 


iloing no olhur diimnge except cutting n 
OHK rent iu tho lint. Martiu jumped for 
,ho intruder, kicked tho chdir nwny from

dragged him out of the house into the 
yard nnd out iuto tho street, the fellow 
icggiuf,' 'or hia lito m he waB hurried and 
cickud nloug down to the bridge, forty 
'arila oust of the house.

.ugry ho forgot nil about tho pistol, nnd 
>elioving the lunatic would go his wny, 
•eloaeod his hold, telling the fellosv to 
»cnmpor off. 
Mnrtiu turued to go buck 


o tho house, ond instantly the lunatic 
chipped out his revolver and commenced 
iriii/,' nt tho butcher, fit the same timo 
uuuing rapidly toward the house, which 
ic cutorod nud hold possession ot Cor over 
in hour. The fellow u'rod three shots nt 
Martin in tho road, but none ot the bul- 
ets struck him, though they whizzed dan- 
gerously nonr him. At this ntnge of tho 


rocecdiuga HOvernl people hnd arrived nt 
ho scene, and reports cnmo down town 
lint young Dloun find boeu lulled. Shorill' 
''outer, Marshal Mnsoo, Oillcors Brewer 
mil Bailey and other policemen, hurried 
o tho bonne, about which 200 to 300 ex- 
iitcd'pKopIo gathered and'lingered until 
he lunatic waa Unnlly captured. The 
ollow took rotugo in one of the upper 
OOUIK of thn dwolliug, where he found n 
(ick full of butcher cleavers, saws, )mives 
md steels, also chairs, and a bag full of 
valuuts. With these weapons of defense, 
o stood at tho top of tho stairway nnd 
lelicd the ollicers ami crowd, threatening 
o kill the lirst man who made a move to- 
vard him. The odicers tried throats and 
loneycd words, nil without nvnil, aud to 


'P thorn back tbo fellow threw cleavers 


mil steels, Htonos nnd all the wnlnutH 
lowu tho Btairwny. One of tho steels 
truck Blierill' Foster on tho right foro- 
ivm, tho point cutting through tho cont 
nud making a wound as big as a half dol- 
nr, cniifliug the blood to Jlow freely. One 
ot tho shorilfs thumbs was also bruised, 
find Marshal Mason was struck over tho 
iyo with u walnut. There are two rooms 
u tho second ilopr, ond the lunatic had 
ilnced n bod against the connecting door, 
nling trunks nud other heavy articles on 
t to keep it iu place. A Indder wns pro- 
nrcd nud Officer Brewer, Will Young 
,i]J others got into the upper front room 
hrough n window. They broke a panel 
u tho door, pushed the bed aside and 
hen throw Btoncs at the lunatic. Oflicer 
Grower struck the lunatic over tho eyo 
vith n stouo, nnd whilo ho staggered, scv- 
nil pcraoiiH rushed up tho Btuirwny nnd 
verpowerud the fellow, who speedily 
voakoued. This ended the racket, and 
iftor tho hnndoulla had been placed on 
lim.thocrnzy chap was placed iu u buggy 
aid brought to the county jail, where 
icorea of people assembled to sec the fel- 
ow\vho had caused such n big sensation 
m a Sunday morning. Tho stone cut n 
>ig gush in his forehead, nnd his face and 
clothing were covered with blood. He 
loomed docile enough, and the sherill' 
.roated him gently ns ho removed the 
inndcullH nnd gave him wnter to drink. 
Jr. W. M. Hnrsha attended the lunntic 
md sowed up the out. 


During the matinee, tho ehcrill', who 


mw thnt the fellow wns crnzv, hnd con- 
liiloniblo difficulty in preventing sovcrul 
I'irHous in the crowd from shooting tho 
ifmtic. llo could hnvo been riddled 
v.th Inillots ft dozen times, but tho sherill' 
>laiinod n way to capture him, as dcsorib- 
sil above, which proved successful. While 
lie ollicors were taking the lunatic out 
>t tho Louno a party of the more escited 
)i)opla in tho crowd rushed forward nnd 
caught hold of tho fellow's legs, with tho 
ivowod purpose of bunging him to the 
nonrest tree. 
Tho ollicers wore firm, 


lowevor, nnd held the crowd back. 


Tho revolver with which tho lunatic 


lid tho Hhootiug was found hidden down 
Htairs. It is now in charge ot Sherill' 
.''ostor, with every chamber empty. 


Iu conversation with him to-day tho' 


UQtttiu told tho Bhoriir that his name is 
Lmmnr. Ho is (ivn foot eight inches high; 
lark, Hwnrthy complexion, blnekcyes and 
lair, scattering black beard, and will 
weigh lUl) pouudH; slight build, nnd is 
ipparently about '25 years old. He talks 
uuc.h about Springfield, and is evidently 
if I'YiMiclrorigm.
